MINUTES (IN CHAMBERS) ORDER re: Motion for Default Judgment J3 by 
Judge Stephen V. Wilson: The Motion for Default Judgment 13 is not proper 
because Plaintiff's Request for Entry of Default_9 was deficient. To show adequate 
service of the United States required for entry of default, Plaintiff must 
demonstrate compliance with FRCP 4(i). Plaintiffs Motion for Default Judgment is 
deemed premature, and the motion and hearing are vacated. Moreover, as the Court 
noted in its Order to Show Cause, to avoid dismissal for lack ofprosecution, 
Plaintiff must properly serve the summons and complaint upon all defendants 
within 120 days after filing the complaint. Here, the 120 day period has passed and 
the Court has received no adequate proof that the United States has been properly 
served.
